DEATH OF BARL FORTESCUE 


Lonpoy, Qctober10. 
E:rl Fortescue, the father-in-law of Sir 
Michael Hicks Beach, is dead. (Reuter) 


Earl Hagh Fortescue, was the son of the 2nd 
earl of that name and was born in 1818, anccsed- 
fog his father in 1861. In 1847 he married 
Georgina, daughter of the Right Honorable 
George Dawson Damer, Who died in 1866. He 
was edacated.at Harrow and passed from there 
into Trinity College, Cambridge. In 1840 he was 
appointed private secretary to Viscount Mel- 
bourne; he represented Plymouth in Parlis- 
ment from 1841 to 1852. and Marylebone 
from 1854 to 1859, when he resigned his 
seat owing to continued ill _health, and 
was called to the House of Lords, During 
his membership of the Honse of Commons, he 
held the appointments of Lord of the Treasury 
and Secretary to the Poor Law Board, the 
former from 1846-7, the latter from 1849-51.

(From ovr Conresponpent.) 
Paris, October 2. 


At last the intermioable negotiations be- 
tween France and Germany on the qnestion 
of Moroc»o are at an end, and what seemed at 
at one time likely to lead to an armed conflict 
has been settled by the resources -of diplo- 
macy. There bas slways been a suspicion 
in political circles hore that the real desire 
of Germany was not 50 much to secure a foot- 
ingin Morocco as to detach Franca from the 
Anglo-French Agrerment, or at least to 
weaken tha understanding between. the two 
nations. But when the trouble began the 
British Goverment maie it plain to France 
that she could count on British support if 
she meant to resist Germany's pretensions, 
The result was_ that Germany found France 
by no means whling to yield on anything bat 
secondary questions, On main issues. she was 
firm, and as a contemporary, points ont to- 
day :—“It may be an accidental coincidence,

Madame Allari is, of,course, of Italian origin, 
for whenshe was borp, and for many -years ! 

She jas only 
a dozen years of sge when the allied troops, 
after the terrible disasters’ of the end of t 
Empire, penétratcd into France. Forei 
soldiers were lodged in: the batteries of Cape 
Perraf, and their: plundering and pillaging 
wore the terror of the inhabitants, who bid 
themselves in caves and cellars. It was the 
general belief among the- native populaticn, 
that the “Germans” ‘lived chiefly on candles, 
and Mme. Allari asserts that she saw them 
eat them herself. Her father had teen a 
fisherman fox years, and she well ‘remembers 
the privations which he dnd his family bad to 
undergo when times werehad and the fish 
would not. “bite.” Added’ to the hardships 
inseparable from’ the calling of a fishermsn, 
the Navy was scarca of men, and every cow 
ad then the press-gang would deecend upon 
the coast; and every Able-bodied man they 
could find wss captayed and teken off.
